F. No. 104/29/Acets.—l, INTRODUCTION : The Centra! Government has notified the 

Companies (Compliance Certificate) 


In terms of the requirement of sub¬ 
section (5) of section 18 of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, the Council of the 
Institute of Company Secretaries of India 
is pleased to present its Twenty First 
Annual Report and audited statements 
of accounts along with the Auditor's 
Report thereon, on the working of the 
Institute for the year ended 31 £1 March, 
2001 . 

2. DEVELOPMENTS 

2.1 The Companies (Amendment) Act, 
2000 

An event of very great significance and 
value during the year has been the much 
awaited enactment of the Companies 
(Amendment) Act, 2000, setting in a new 
era of good corporate governance, 
investor protection and shareholder 
democracy. The Amendment Act is in 
line with the changing needs of the 
corporate sector arising in the wake of 
ongoing globalisation process. 

Notably, the insertion of proviso to sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 383A of the 
Companies Act, 1956 has opened up a 
core area of practice for Company 
Secretaries. It provides that every 
company not required to employ a 
whole-time secretary and having a paid- 
up share capital of rupees ten lakhs or 
more shall file with the Registrar a 
certificate from a Secretary in whole-time 
practice as to whether the company has 
complied with all the provisions of the 
Companies Act and that a copy of such 
certificate shall be attached with the 
Board’s Report. 


Rules, 2001 prescribing the Form of the 
certificate, time within which it is to be 
filed with the Registrar of Companies 
and the conditions to be complied with 
by the, companies. 

In view of the vital importance of this 
certification work, a series of 
programmes were organised by the 
Headquarters as well as Regional 
Councils and Chapters to discuss the 
various provisions of the Companies 
(Amendment) Act, 2000 and also to 
deliberate upon various intricacies of the 
compliance certificate. 

The newly inserted provision has not 
only opened up the.much awaited core 
area of practice for Company 
Secretaries, but has also cast upon them 
an onerous responsibility and challenge 
to justify fully the faith and confidence 
reposed by the Government and trade 
and industry to measure up to their 
expectations. 

In this context and with a view to 
equipping members in practice to 
embark upon this new area of practice 
with utmost care, the Institute brought 
out a comprehensive Guidance Note on 
Compliance Certificate. Released by 
Hon'ble Union Minister of Law, Justice 
& Company Affairs and Shipping, Shri 
Arun Jaitley, this publication sets the 
parameters for a Secretary in whole¬ 
time practice for ensuring compliances 
in respect of each of the 33 paragraphs 
contained in the prescribed Form, 
besides providing guidance on the 
Compliance Certificate Rules and 
suggesting a specimen of the 
Compliance Certificate. 
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2.2 NewSyallabus 

To keep the syllabus in tune with the 
changing times and expectations of 
trade and industry, the Institute 
undertook a massive exercise of 
recasting the syllabus for the course of 
study to make the same appropriate and 
relevant ffir today's business world. The 
Department of Company Affairs has 
approved the New Syllabus. The course 
contents, which have thus got revamped 
after a gap of seven years, amply 
address the requirements of policy 
orientation and global developments 
manifested in the knowledge based 
environment, by infusing subjects like 
information technology and its 
application to modern day business, 
contemporary issues in corporate sector, 
intellectual property, and alternative 
dispute resolution, etc. so as to 
proactively prepare the younger 
generation of Company Secretaries to 
serve the corporate sector, trade and 
industry with greater confidence. The 
new syllabus should enable the Institute 
to produce a cadre of highly competent 
professionals capable of coping with 
future challenges. 

2.3 Secretarial Standards 

Recognising the need for integration, 
harmonisation and standardisation of 
diverse secretarial practices, the Council 
has constituted the Secretarial 
Standards Board (SSB) with the 
objective of formulating Secretarial 
Standards. 

The scope of SSB is to identify the areas 
in which Secretarial Standards need to 
be issued by the Council, formulate such 
Standards, clarify issues arising out of 
such Standards and issue guidance 
notes for the benefit of members of the 
Institute, corporates and other users. In 
the initial years, the Secretarial 
Standards will be recommendatory 

The SSB formulated a draft for ‘Preface 
to the Secretarial Standards' stating the 


objectives, scope and functions of SSB 
and the procedure for issuing Secretarial 
Standards as well as the compliance 
requirements thereof, which would form 
the Preface to every Secretarial 
Standard issued. It also prepared the 
draft of the proposed 'Secretarial 
Standard on Meetings of the Board of 
Directors’. The Standard lays down a set 
of procedures which both private and 
public companies are expected to 
observe in convening and conducting 
the meetings of the Board of Directors. 
These two Standards are expected to 
be released in 2001-2002. 

2.4 Corporate Governance and Company 
Secretaries 

The Institute is constantly engaged in 
identifying the important role which 
Company Secretaries can play in 
developing and furthering the principles 
and code of corporate governance. 
Towards this, the Institute made a 
presentation about the role of Company 
Secretaries in corporate governance at 
the workshop organised by the 
Department of Company Affairs for 
interaction with the visiting team of 
Commonwealth Secretariat on 
November 20-21, 2000 at India 
International Centre, New Delhi. 


2.5 MOU between ICSI, ICAI & ICWAI 

At the initiative of the then Secretary of 
Department of Company Affairs, Dr. 
P.L. Sanjeev Reddy a historic 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
between the three premier professional 
bodies in India i.e. ICSI, ICAI and ICWAI 
was signed by the Presidents of the 
three Institutes on October 20, 2000. 

The MOU seeks to establish synergistic 
relationship between the three Institutes 
with a view to further strengthen their 
collective competencies and help 
promote the image of their respective 
professions. The collective 
competencies of these Institutes would 
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help to continuously develop and 
disseminate the best practices towards 
better governance for meeting business 
as well as societal needs and 
expectations. 

2.6 Professional Development, 
Continuing Education And 
Participative Certificate Programmes 


It is through professional development 
programmes and such other activities, 
that the Institute seeks to impart 
continuing education to its Members, to 
keep them updated in view of the far 
reaching and frequent changes in 
matters relating to corporate and 
business affairs. In furtherance of this 
objective, ten Professional 
Development, Continuing Education and 
Participative Programmes in addition to 
the 28 U| National Convention and 5 m 
International Conference of Company 
Secretaries and 2 nd National Conference 
of Company Secretaries in Practice were 
held during the year under review. 
Details of the programmes conducted 
are given at Appendix ‘A’. 

2.7 28'" National Convention and 5 th 

International Conference 

The 28'" National Convention and 5 lh 
International Conference on the theme 
Second Generation Reforms and 
Beyond - An international Perspective 
was organised on September 8-9-10, 
2000 at Kolkata. 

The response to the convention was 
excellent both in terms of the papers 
received and the overwhelming 
presence of professionals and experts 
representing a cross section of policy 
and decision makers from government, 
corporate houses, financial and banking 
institutions, public sector undertakings 
and academic as well as non¬ 
government organisations. The 
enthusiastic response resulted in 
congregation of an immense wealth of 
ideas and perceptions towards taking the 


reforms process to the second phase 
and beyond. As a follow up of the 
Convention, particularly for the benefit 
of those who could not attend the 
Convention, the Institute brought out a 
publication titled Second Generation 
Reforms and Beyond - An International 
Perspective containing proceedings of 
the Convention as well as speeches 
delivered by dignitaries, pilot papers and 
presentations made on the subject by 
the experts. While releasing this book, 
Shri Arun Jaitley, Hon’ble Minister of 
Law, Justice & Company Affairs and 
Shipping, Government of India, lauded 
the efforts of the Institute in publishing 
the proceedings in an attractive format. 


2.8 Post Membership Qualification 

As on 31 81 March, 2001, 354 members 
of the Institute were registered for the 
Post Membership Qualification (PMQ) 
Course in Capital Market and Financial 
Services. The Seventh and Eighth 
examinations of PMQ course were held 
in June, 2000 and December, 2000 
respectively. 

2.9 Computerisation and Information 
Technology 

During the year 2000-01, major thrust 
was given to services through website 
of the Institute. Networking at Northern 
India Regional Council of the Institute 
was provided with the procurement of a 
new server. 

Hardware facilities were also upgraded 
to meet the emergent needs of different 
Directorates in the Institute. A new 
Windows-NT mail server installed at the 
Headquarters of the Institute to improve 
the performance of e-mailing system of 
the Institute and to provide a 
comparatively effective platform for 
website maintenance. 

In Software development and 
maintenance, notable achievements 
during the year were development of 
most of the software at inhouse. Internet 
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and Intranet related activities were also 
strengthened. Basic as well as advanced 
level computer training was imparted 
to the staff members. 

3. COUNCIL 

3.1 President and Vice-President 

Delay in the declaration of results of the 
Council and Regional Council election 
due to the nation-wide postal strike 
forced the Institute to advance the 
election of new President and Vice 
President. At the 123 rd meeting of the 
Council held on 19.01.2001, Dr, P V S 
Jagan Mohan Rao from Southern 
Region and Shri S Gangopadhyay from 
Eastern Region were elected as 
President and Vice President 
respectively for a period of one year from 
19.01.2001. 

3.2 Council Meetings 

Apart from various Committee meetings, 
the Council held 6 meetings during the 
year. 

3.3 Composition of Committees

groups and advisory boards constituted 
by the Council is given at Appendix 'B' 
to the Report.

4.1 Regional Councils

Conferences. They have also been 
carrying out library updations, publishing 
news bulletins and providing 
employment service to members by 
maintaining a data base, dissemination 
of information to members, students and 
selling Institute’s publications.

Within the overall mission and objective 
of the CCRT, viz., to create and develop 
on a sustainable basis a core of excellent 
corporate professionals for corporate 
excellence and thus contribute to the 
emergence of India as an economic 
super power, the Centre adopted the 
following strategy/ activities during the 
year: 

• Develop professional capability and 
career prospects of company 
secretaries, executives and other 
professionals through higher training, 
exposure to new/research based 
knowledge, latest professional 
practices, distance education, 
electronic coaching for interactive/ self¬ 
learning. 

• Serve as a Centre for Corporate 
Governance/ Excellence to promote 
develop and disseminate the globally 
accepted precepts, standards and 
practices for sustainable corporate 
culture and excellence. 

• Design and conduct Seminars, 
Workshops and Training Programmes 
both residential and non-residential, in 
various streams of corporate sector 
through modern and advanced 
methodology. 

• Promote original and contemporary 
applied research for creation and 
appreciation of new knowledge 
appropriate for higher learning, policy 
formulation etc. 

• Develop a Directory / Data Bank of 
researchers, trainers, professionals, 
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directors and specialised institutions to 
facilitate quality research, higher 
learning and corporate governance, 
etc. leading to corporate excellence 
both in Government and non- 
Government corporates/ bodies. 

• Collaborate with foreign institutions, 
publish research papers /literature / 
consultative papers, and provide 
professional consultancy and 
undertake corporate diagnostic 
studies, field surveys and data base 
services.

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4.5.6 Library Facility Available at CCRT 

The Library has been further modernised 
and updated to accommodate more 
books and magazines. Looking to the 
futuristic needs of the Library and the 
researchers, the available open almirahs 
have been covered with glass doors and 
equipped with necessary furniture, 
computers, reference and research 
materials. The Library has a collection 
of over 2000 books most of which are 
recently published and of high value in 
addition to a full fledged Audio-Visual 
Library supplemented by Internet Surfing 
Centre, Television and a Xerox Machine. 
All the books and journals are accessible 
through a custom-made computerised 
software package. 

5. MEMBERS 

5.1 New Admissions 

During 2000-2001,838 and 276 persons 
were admitted as Associate and Fellow 
Members respectively. As on 31 31 March, 
2001, the Institute had 13457 members, 
comprising of 9797 Associates and 3660 
Fellows on its Register. The number of 
members residing abroad as on 31 s1 
March, 2001 were 270. The Council 
regrets to report the death of 23 
members during the year under review. 


During 2000-2001, Certificate of Practice 
was issued to 374 members. As on 31 s ' 
March, 2001, there were 1512 members, 
holding Certificate of Practice. 

5.2 List of Members 

In pursuance of Section 19(3) of the 
Company Secretaries Act, 1980 read 
with regulation 161 of the Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1982, List of 
Members as on 1 sl April, 2000 was 
published, giving certain additional 
information such as members’ 
professional / residential addresses, 
date of birth, telephone numbers, fax 
numbers, cellular, pager numbers. The 


list was supplied to members on request. 
The additional information has been 
provided in the list essentially to facilitate 
better communication and interaction 
amongst members. Region-wise list of 
the same was brought out on Computer 
Floppy for use by members and others, 
Besides List of Members, the Voters List 
had also been published before the 
Election of 2000. 

5.3 Elections 

Elections to the Central Council and the 
four Regional Councils were conducted 
successfully in the month of December, 
2000 and results notified on 4 lh , 5 th & 6 lh 
January, 2001. Twenty five members 
contested election for the Central 
Council against total of twelve seats and 
eighty-two candidates were in the fray 
against thirty seven seats in four 
Regional Councils.. 

Counting of votes was done by a team 
drawn from the Rajya Sabha Secretariat 
headed by Shri N S Walia, Under 
Secretary. 

5.4 Amendments to the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980 and the 
Company Secretaries Regulations, 
1982 

Amendments in the Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1982 to give 
effect to changes in the syllabus and 
training requirements were submitted to 
the Central Government for final 
approval. Amendments have also been 
proposed in the Company Secretaries 
Act, 1980 for evolving a common code 
for the three Institutes i.e. ICSI, ICAI & 
ICWAI and increase in the membership 
fees. The amendments in the Act are 
under active consideration of the Central 
Government. 

6. CHARTERED SECRETARY 

Chartered Secretary, the official journal 
of the Institute being published since 
1971 entered its 31 31 year of publication 
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with the release of January 2001 issue. 
The journal continues its mission in 
providing up-to-date information on 
matters relating to the areas of operation 
of Company Secretaries. Rated as one 
of the best professional journals, it has 
received appreciation from various 
quarters, be it industry, trade, commerce 
and from other professinals for its quality 
publication of informative articles on 
contemporary topics, promptly providing 
Government notifications, legal 
decisions, etc. During the year under 
review, special issues on Union Budget 
(April, 2000), Cyber Laws/ E-Commerce/ 
IT Special (August, 2000), Practising 
Company Secretaries Special 
(November, 2000) and Mutual Funds 
Special (December, 2000) were brought 
out which were well received and 
appreciated in the corporate circle. The 
Journal also maintains its promptitude 
and qualitative contents under the 
guidance and counsel of the 
reconstituted Editorial Advisory Board. 

7. STUDENTS SERVICES 

7.1 Registration for Regular Course 

Today's students are tomorrow's 
members in whom the mantle of the 
profession will pass on. The Institute has 
always viewed students only in this 
perspective and strived its best to render 
the best possible academic and 
administrative services to them. During 
the financial year 2000-2001, 16071 
students were registered as compared 
to 18421 students during the previous 
year. Number of students whose 
registration was current as on 
31.03.2001 was 1,23,024 including 809 
students whose registration was 
extended under Regulation 21(3). 
Appendix to the Report contains the 
statistics of the number of registered 
students as well as those who have 
completed the Foundation, Intermediate 
and Final examination. 


7.2 Admission to the Foundation Course 

For undergraduates in terms of the new 
education policy of the Government of 
India, Foundation Course was 
introduced w.e.f, 20.08.1993. During the 
year under report, 8315 students were 
admitted to Foundation Course as 
against 11121 students admitted during 
the previous year. There were 1,23,699 
students admitted cumulatively as on 
31.03.2001. The Foundation 
examination for the first time was 
conducted in June, 1994. In the two 
sessions of Foundation examination 
held in June and December, 2000 1515 
and 839 candidates respectively passed 
the examination. Number of current 
Foundation Course students as on 
31.03.2001 were 29717. 

7.3 Coaching 

All the Students admitted to the 
Foundation Course and registered for 
the Regular course during the year were 
enrolled for undergoing Compulsory 
Postal Tuition and provided with study 
material. 22,165 coaching completion 
certificates were issued during the year 
and all the response sheets received for 
Foundation, Intermediate and Final 
course were evaluated and returned to 
the students. 

7.4 Student Company Secretary 

The Institute which was the first among 
the professional Institutes to commence 
an exclusive news bulletin for the benefit 
of its students, regularly brings out the 
monthly bulletin 'Student Company 
Secretary’ providing all academic as well 
as administrative information required by 
them for pursuing the Company 
Secretaryship Course. 

7.5 CS Foundation Course Bulletin 

For catering to the needs of students 
admitted to Foundation Course, the 
Institute regularly publishes and sends 
bi-monthly CS Foundation Course 
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Bulletin free of cost to all the current/ 
active students. 

7.6 Licentiate - ICSI 

During the period under report 399 
Licentiate-ICSI were admitted by the 
Institute. The number of Licentiate-ICSI 
whose Licentiateship was valid as on 
31.03.2001 was 722. 

7.7 Operation of ICSI-ICSA MOU 

During the year, our Institute had 
conducted two sessions of ICSA 
examinations for its members in June 
and December, 2000. 

During the period under report, 31 
members of the Institute have completed 
the ICSA examinations out of which 16 
members have passed with merit and 3 
members with distinction. Shri Paritosh 
Deb was awarded The J F Clark prize 
for the best paper in 'Corporate Law’ in 
the examination held by ICSA in June, 
2000 . 

7.8 Computerisation of Students 
Services 

Most of the activities relating to the 
students have since been computerised 
in the first phase of computerisation. 
Networking of the Regional and Chapter 
offices with National Headquarters 
through computer system will be done 
in the second phase of the in-house 
computerisation. All important 
information pertaining to students 
services have been put on the Institute's 
website and these are being constantly 
updated. The Institute is making 
extensive use of e-mail system for 
providing better, efficient and 
economical services to its students. 

8. EXAMINATIONS 

8.1 Conduct of Examinations 

The Examination Committee of the 
Council continued its relentless efforts 


throughout the year to maintain the 
examination standards. During the year 
2000-2001, Company Secretaries 
Foundation, Intermediate and Final 
Examinations were held in June and 
December, 2000 at 51 centres all over 
the country and at one centre 
abroad(Dubai). 36,235 and 31,882 
students had sought enrollment for 
appearing in June and December, 2000 
sessions of examinations respectively. 
Number of candidates who have 
completed the various stages of 
examinations during 2000-2001 are 
given below:

8.4 Merit Certificates / Merit 
Scholarships/ Financial Assistance 

Merit Certificates were awarded to 25 
top rank holders in the Foundation and 
Intermediate examinations; and 10 top 
rank holders in the Final examinations 
held in June and December, 2000 
sessions respectively. 

Pursuant to Merit Scholarship Scheme, 
Scholarships were awarded to first top 
15 scorers in June and December, 2000 
sessions. Like-wise, under the Merit- 
cum-Means Assistance Scheme, 
Financial Assistance was granted to 
eligible candidates. 

9. TRAINING 

9.1 Power is strength. Success is happiness, 
To obtain strength and achieve success 
the essential requirement is Training. In 
order to give proper orientation about 
Management/ Apprenticeship Training, 
the Council of the Institute introduced a 
Training Orientation Programme (TOP) 
for students before they commence their 
Management/ Apprenticeship Training. 
The first Training Orientation 
Programme (TOP) was organised by the 
Northern India Regional Council from 
28.08.2000 to 01.09.2000, which was 
successfully completed by 27 
candidates. It has been decided that all 
the four Regional Councils should 
conduct such programmes atleast once 
in six months. 

9.2 Empanelment of Companies 

During the financial year 2000-2001,183 
companies were empanelled for 
imparting Management Training and 136 


companies were empanelled for 
imparting Practical Training. The 
number of Company Secretaries 
empanelled for imparting Apprenticeship 
Training during the said period was 80. 
The total number of companies 
empanelled as on 31.03.2001 for 
imparting Management and Practical 
Training stood at 2066 and 2227 
respectively. Similarly, as op 31.03.2001 
the total number of Company 
Secretaries empanelled, ifor imparting 
Apprenticeship Training was 544. 
During the financial year, the thrust was 
not only on widening the list of 
companies for imparting training, but 
efforts were also made to improve the 
quality Pf training imparted by the 
companies. 

9.3 Imparting Training 

During the financial year 2000-2001,420 
students had undergone Management 
Training, 638 students Practical Training 
and 140 students Apprenticeship 
Training. 

9.4 Secretarial Modular Training 
Programme 

During the financial year 2000-2001,28 
Secretarial Modular Training 
Programmes(SMTPs) were conducted 
by the Regional Councils and Chapters 
and 963 candidates successfully 
completed the SMTP, 

10. PUBLIC RELATIONS & PLACEMENT 


10.1 Public Relations 

With a view to creating awareness on 
the Company Secretaryship Course and 
increasing the visibility of the profession, 
the Institute successfully accomplished 
a number of major image building 
activities through the print and electronic 
media, which continued to create brand 
equity for Company Secretaries during 
the year 2000-2001. 
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10.2 TV/ AIR Programmes on C S 

Innumerable Phone-in-Programmes on 
Company Secretaryship course were 
telecast/ broadcast on Doordarshan/AII 
India Radio throughout the year. Various 
interview based discussions on the 
profession of Company Secretaries were 
aired on Star Plus, Jain TV, Punjabi Tara 
and News Channel of Doordarshan, 
thus providing massive publicity to the 
CS course all over India. 

10.3 Career Features in Newspapers 

With a view to apprise the students on 
the CS course, Career Features in 
several newspapers were organised to 
be published as coloured full paged 
articles in various editions of leading 
National dailies including Hindustan 
Times, Rashtriya Sahara, Sunday 
Observer, Amar Ujala, Navbharat 
Times, Indian Express, Statesman, 
Pioneer, etc. 

10.4 Press Releases 

A number of Press Releases on the 
profession were extensively published 
in various newspapers during the year 
under review. Cut-off dates for the 
Foundation and Intermediate 
examination received massive coverage 
in major educational newspaper 
supplements throughout the year. The 
CS Results were published on all India 
basis (twice during the year). The Pre 
and Post Budget reactions of the 
Institute were covered both by the print 
and electronic media (Doordarshan and 
JAIN TV). Executive Development 
Programme on 'Restructuring of Public 
Sector Enterprises' received wide 
publicity alongwith photographs in 
Economic Times, Financial Express, 
Hindu, Observer, National Herald (front 
page), Dainik Hindustan and Amar Ujala 
on 20 ,h July, 2000. The Seminarwas also 
covered by Doordarshan, Jain TV and 
Siti Cable. National Seminar on 
Companies (Amendment) Act received 


massive coverage in leading 
newspapers on 31 st December, 2000 
and I s ' January, 2001. The inaugural 
proceedings were telecast on DD-I and 
DD International. 

10.5 Press Conferences

were sent to various Regional / Chapter 
offices throughout the year for all India 
Press Conferences. With a view to 
publicise the 28 ,h National Convention 
and 5 m International Conference of 
Company Secretaries, a Press 
Conference was organised on 7 th 
September, 2000, The Press 
Conference addressed by the President 
received wide publicity not only in 
Kolkata but all over the Country. The 
Press Meet was covered by Siti Cable 
and AIR. The National Convention also 
received massive coverage both in print 
and electronic media at Kolkata and New 
Delhi. A full page 'Newspaper 
Supplement was also published in 
Business Standard (Kolkata Edition) on 
8 1 * 1 September, 2000. 

10.6 Career Fairs 

The Institute participated in 'Career 
Options 2001’on 2 nd , 3 rd and 4 th March, 
2001 in New Delhi. This Career Fair was 
organised by the Centre for 
Management Services of All India 
Management Association. Information 
was imparted by the Institute to nearly 
2500 students who visited the ICSI stall 
wherein C S study material, posters and 
informative panels were on display. ICSI 
Corporate film was screened round the 
clock during all the three days of Career 
Fair. 

10.7 Press Interviews 

As in the past, the Institute continued to 
increase nationwide awareness about 
the CS Course among the student 
community and greater acceptability of 
the profession of Company Secretaries 
among the trade, industry and corporate 
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sector. Major Press Interviews of the 
President and the Secretary published 
in several editions of the leading 
newspapers include Hindustan Times, 
Dainik Hindustan, Times of India, 
Economic Times, Business Standard, 
etc. 


10.8 Placement 

Press & TV Interviews focussing on the 
Placement of Company Secretaries as 
Business Managers and Corporate 
Development Planners were organised 
from time to time. At the Press 
Conferences, more emphasis was laid 
on utility of Company Secretaries so as 
to increase the marketability of the 
profession. A ‘Job Fair' for spot selection 
of Company Secretaries was organised 
on 22 nd May, 2000 at New Delhi. Five 
employer organisations participated in 
the Fair. Members were interviewed for 
suitable placement. Regular updation of 
bio-data received from members by 
post/ in person was made in the standard 
computerised format. Bio-data of the 
members as well as vacancies for 
Company Secretaries were regularly 
displayed on the ICSI Website. The 
placement module on the website 
provides on line help to the companies 
in searching a suitable Company 
Secretary for them and also provides 
free facility to feed their requirements to 
publish the same through the web. A 
majority of the Members and employers 
availed this facility to their satisfaction. 

Region-wise data bank of members was 
maintained by the Placement Cell on the 
basis of years of experience. In response 
to requests from (i) Prospective 
employers (ii) newspaper 
advertisements and (iii) Placement 
consultants, resumes of members 
registered for employment were 
forwarded by the Institute for suitable 
placement throughout the year. 
Members seeking information on 
employment opportunities were 
regularly apprised on the available 


vacancies in MNCs and Private Sector. 
Several Members were selected on 
being suitably sponsored by the 
Placement Cell. 

11. FINANCES 

11.1 Surplus 

Transfer of surplus of income over 
expenditure to General Reserve has 
been made for Rs.43.66 Lacs in the year 
under review as compared to Rs.59.20 
Lacs transferred in the previous year of 
1999-2000. 

11.2 Reserves 

(a) Capital Reserve 

Capital Reserve to which the 
entrance fee received from 
members is capitalised stood at 
Rs.58.18 Lacs as on 31 s1 March, 
2001 as against Rs.55.12 Lacs as 
on 31“ March, 2000. 

(b) General Reserve 

The General Reserve which stood 
at Rs.2120.55 Lacs as on 31“ March, 
2000 has risen to Rs.2164.24 Lacs 
as on 31“ March, 2001. 


11.3 Statutory Auditors 

M/s. Khanna & Annadhanam, Chartered 
Accountants, New Delhi were re¬ 
appointed as Statutory Auditors of the 
Institute for the year ended 31“ March, 
2001 pursuant to the requirement of 
Section 18(4) of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980. The Audit Report 
is published along with the statement of 
accounts. 

12. LAND AND BUILDINGS 

12.1 ICSI-EIRC Building 

The ICSI-EIRC Building at 3-A, 
Ahiripukur, 1“ Lane, Kolkata-700 019, 
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which had been purchased and taken 
possession of in October, 1999 was 
inaugurated after necessary renovation 
jobs, by Hon’ble Speaker of the West 
Bengal Legislative Assembly - Hasim 
Abdul Hakim on 22 nd December, 2000. 
An amount of Rs. 174.62 Lacs was spent 
for acquiring the office premises having 
a covered area of approx. 10,000 Sq. 
Ft. 

12.2 New Building at Noida 

Construction of ICSI’s new building in 
Sector 62, Phase-ll, Noida had been 
completed at a cost of Rs. 160.42 Lacs 
and the Headquarters shifted its two key/ 
major departments in the new premises 
thereby the pressure of space in the 
Headquarters has been reduced. The 
Institute vacated all the three office 
premises, which it had taken on rent in 
and around Delhi after completion of 
construction of this building. Total 
constructed area of the building is 
approx. 20,000 Sq. Ft. 

12.3 Faridabad Chapter Land 

Vigorous efforts are being made to get 
possession of the alternate plot allotted 
by HUDA to Faridabad Chapter. 

13, CAPITAL GRANT AND LOAN TO THE 
REGIONAL COUNCILS AND 
CHAPTERS 

Total grant and loan given by the Institute 
to the Regional Councils and Chapters 
for acquiring their own office premises 
as on 31''' March, 2001 are as follows : 

(a) Grant Rs.112.34 Lacs 

(b) Loan Rs.238.24 Lacs 

The endeavour of the Institute has been 
to extend a major helping hand and 
supplement the Regional Councils and 
Chapters in their efforts to acquire 
premises. A number of Regional 
Councils and Chapters have made 
commendable efforts to raise their share 
of the resources for premises/ building 
projects. The Council places on record 


its appreciation of such efforts by these 
Regional Councils/Chapters. 

14. COMPANY SECRETARIES 

BENEVOLENT FUND(CSBF) 

The CSBF had a life membership of 
3522 as on 31 sl March, 2001. The 
membership has shown a gradual 
increase over the years. Capital Reserve 
and General Reserve of the CSBF as 
on 31 sl March, 2001 stood at Rs.96.64 
Lacs and Rs.36.34 Lacs respectively. 

15. HRD INITIATIVES 

15.1 Upgradation of Skills 

Providing efficient services to the 
members, students and other clients in 
the most competitive business world 
today, is a must for survival and growth 
of any educational organisation. The 
ICSI Management is fully conscious of 
this and believes firmly that human 
resource at micro level plays a significant 
role in rendering excellent professional 
services to various segments in the 
Corporate Sector. 

Keeping this in view, all possible efforts 
have been made to develop human 
resources in different facets of 
management systems like General 
Management, Information Technology, 
Organisational Behaviour including inter 
personal skills, etc, To upgrade their 
knowledge and to equip them with 
technical skills and understanding of 
innovative emerging trends in 
technology upgradation and adaptation, 
officers and staff were nominated to a 
number of Human Resource 
Development Programmes conducted 
by various external organisations apart 
from giving them in-house training in the 
area of Information technology. 

15.2 Employee Relations and Welfare 

For rendering excellent professional 
services to members, students and 
other clients, maintenance of 
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harmonious relations between employer 
and employees is an essential ingredient 
of cordial industrial relations. Considering 
it a paramount need of the day cordial 
relationship was maintained with the ICSi 
Employees Union.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES AND NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


(A) ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Donations and Contributions by 
Regional Councils/Chapters 

Direct donations and contributions 
made by Regional Councils/ 
Chapters towards purchase of land/ 
buildings and other assets are taken 
to General Reserve. 

2. Fees 

a) Entrance Fee from Associate and 
Fellow Members is directly credited 
to "Capital Reserve” when received 
and no accrual thereof is created. 

b) Fees received from members is 
accounted for on cash basis. 
Flowever, fees received in advance 
is carried over as a liability. 

c) Fees other than registration fees, 
received from students is accounted 
for on cash basis. Registration fees 
received is spread over a period of 
five years since the benefit accrues 
to students for a five-year period. 

3. Investments 

Investments are stated at lower of 
cost or market value. In the case of 
units under the US-64 Scheme the 
investments have been valued at 
lower of cost or repurchase price 
given by the Unit Trust of India. 

4. Fixed Assets 

a) Depreciation on fixed assets is 
charged on written down value basis 
at the following rates : -

b) Depreciation on additions is charged 
for the full year irrespective of dates 
of additions. No depreciation is 
charged in the year of sale. 

c) Library books acquired on or after 
01.04.1999 is charged to Revenue 
Account under the head "Books and 
Periodicals”. 

d) Fixed assets, except library books, 
costing Rs.5000 or less are fully 
depreciated in the year of acquisition 
and those whose written down value 
is Rs.250 or less at the beginning of 
the year, are fully depreciated, 

e) Premium paid on leasehold land is 
not amortized over the period of 
lease. 


5. Inventories 

a) Stock of paper and other materials 
are valued at cost 
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b) Stock of study materials, 
publications, Journal/ Bulletins and 
audio cassettes are valued at 
nominal cost of Re,1 for items 
costing upto Rs.50 and Rs.5 for 
items costing above Rs.50 

6. Employees retirement and other 
benefits 

a) Contribution to Pension Fund Trust 
is made on the basis of actuarial 

' valuation. 

b) Contribution/ Provision to Gratuity 
Fund is made based on notice 
received from LIC/ estimated by 
Management 

c) Provision for leave encashment is 
made on the basis of actuarial 
valuation 

(B) NOTES TO FINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS 

1. The Institute has received 
exemption certificate dated 
01 03.2001 under Section 
10(23c)(iv) of the Income Tax Act, 
1961 for the financial years 2000- 
2001 to 2002-2003 In view of the 
exemption available under the said 
section, no provision for tax has 
been made in the accounts. 

2 . Freehold land measuring 500 Sq. 
Yards allotted by Haryana Urban 
Development Authority (HUDA) at 
Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter of 
the Institute at Rs.3 65 Lacs could 
not be handed over by HUDA due 
to some dispute in the title and the 
authorities have promised to allot 
alternative plot of land which had 
not been effected so far. Pending 
allotment of alternative site, a sum 
of Rs 3.65 Lacs paid till date (Rs.3 
Lacs is reflected in Advance for 
purchase of land in the Institute’s 
books and Rs.0.65 Lacs in the 
books of the Chapter) continued 
to be included under Advances. 


3 . Units Under the US-64 Scheme 
have been valued at lower of cost 
or repurchase price in terms of 
Accounting Policy No.3. However, 
owing to the reported adverse 
conditions of the Fund after 
31.03.2001, as a measure of 
prudence and abundant caution, 
additional provision amounting to 
Rs. 16.40 Lacs has been made in 
the accounts. 

4 . Balance provision of Rs.21 09 
Lacs (previous year Rs.21.09 
Lacs) created for arrears of salary 
and allowances has been retained 
towards probable increase in the 
pension payable to the Trust 

5 . Following past practice, closing 
inventories of publications/ study 
materials have been, as a prudent 
measure, valued at nominal 
amount since these have no value 
except to students and that too 
only when purchased. 

6. Pending formulation and 
recognition of a Voluntary 
Retirement Scheme, a sum of 
Rs 175 Lacs set apart upto and 
inclusive of the year 2000-2001, 
from out of the surplus for the 
proposed Voluntary Retirement 
Scheme(VRS) to provide for 
voluntary retirement payments, is 
carried under provisions. 

7 . Balances outstanding in advance 
recoverable amount, loans to 
Regional Councils/ Chapters, etc 
are subject to confirmation. 

8. Previous year’s figures have been 
regrouped / rearranged wherever 
necessary to compare with current 
year’s figures. 

9 . The accounts of Regional Councils 
and Chapters have not been 
consolidated as per past practice
